Deftly draped black 
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What Home Rule Has To Offer 


Dalton last week became the first city 
in Georgia to take advantage of the home 
rule provisions enacted recently by the 
State Legislature in answer to a long- 
standing public demand. 

By a vote of more than two to one, 
residents of Dalton voted favorably on the 
- home rule proposal. This means that Dal- 
ton will retain its present city charter but 
that henceforth changes may be effectu- 
ated without going to the Legislature. 

In the future, if the legality of the over- 
all act is upheld in the test case soon to 
be filed, Dalton may change its municipal 
charter without too much red tape or de- 
lay. Upon petition of 25 percent of the 
city’s registered voters for an amendment 
to the charter, an election will be called. 
And the people will be given the oppor- 
tunity of voting, in that referendum, on 
whether the change may be made. 

Other Georgia municipalities can make 
charter changes, frequently necessary to 
effect even the slightest improvement in 
governmental procedure, only through the 
General Assembly. That means they must 
frequently wait 18 or 20 months. It means, 
too, that the local legislator can block the 
change at will, the rules of legislative cour- 
tesy being what they are. 

Moreover, it means that the entire Gen- 


eral Assembly, which costs the taxpayers 
of Georgia several thousand dollars a day, 
must devote at least a portion of six sepa- 
rate days to consideration of the matter, 
even local legislation requiring reading on 
three separate days before passage in 
either house. 

It means that Senators and Representa- 
tives from all over the State are called 
upon to decide strictly local issues. In- 
deed, at times it means, a constitutional 
amendment being required, that voters all 
over Georgia must decide in State-wide 
referendum on some matter of importance 
only to a single community. 

The Acts of the 1947 General Assem- 
bly serve well to illustrate our point. That 
volume contains 1864 pages of new laws, 
the vast majority of its bulk consisting of 
local legislation. Indeed, 106 pages of the 
total is taken up with a single item, a new 
charter for the City of Augusta. 

The new home rule provisions, inade- 
quate though many consider them, offers 
at least a partial answer to this travesty. 

But it must be remembered that it is 
merely permissive. 

Other cities must vote, as Dalton has 
done, to come under home rule before 
they, too, can change their charters with- 
out recourse to the Legislature. — 


Eastern Papers Please Copy 


Metter is in Candler County, deep in 
rural Southeast Georgia. 

This week; in Metter, Theodore Shep- 
pard, a white man, was found guilty of 
voluntary manslaughter of Daniel New- 
kirk, a Negro, the latter having died after 
an altercation with the accused. 

Sheppard, who pleaded self-defense, 
was sentenced to eight to 15 years in the 
State-Penitentiary. 

Ozark is in Dale County, an even more 
predominantly rural Alabama community. 

This week, in Ozark, a special grand 
jury indicted three white men on a charge 
of assaulting a Negro woman. ‘ 


The Grand Jury was empaneled by 
Circuit Judge J. J. Williams, who termed 
the incident a “horrible crime.” The men 
were indicted without hesitation. The 
names of the three white men involved 


were made public to newspapers and the 


press associations. The name of the Negro 
victim was withheld as is customary in 
such cases. 


One can only wonder how much pub- 
licity these incidents will receive in East- 
ern publications which find it so profit- 
able to play up the admitted occasional 
failings of Southern justice. 


Let's Abolish It or Do It Right 


As the Southeastern Fair draws to.a 
close, reports from unprejudiced observers 
are that it is shorter than ever of worth- 
while exhibits; that it is not at all repre- 
sentative of the agricultural advances 
made in the State; that it falls miserably 
short of the mark in presenting the typi- 
cal firm exhibits which make real fairs a 
succi'ss. The midway is shabbier and 
dirtier than usual, and the whole thing is 
- fairly dismal. Somehow we have never 
been happy about a shabby midway tak- 
ing hard-earned dollars out of Atlanta 
and leaving in their stead a few plaster 
dolls whose smirking faces seem to say, 


“Hello, sucker,” anda few trinkets no self- 
respecting savage Would accept in trade.

From Georgia 


AMERICUS, Oct. 3—Maybe this isn’t the way 
to write.a column, and, anyhow, I have always 
lifted an eyebrow at those who publish letters 


to fill up their daily space, but this time I am going to begin with a 


letter. It is one I had from Rep. Stephen Pace, of the Third Dis- 
trict, a few days ago. I print it because it explains, quickly and 
thoroughly, the background of a story which was unfolded here 
today. He wrote: 

“For a long time I have had the feeling that the people who 
work in the fields and produce the food are entitled to the same 
opportunities as the people who live in town and in the cities and 
eat the food. We have had a tenant purchase program for a num- 
ber of years, the funds being provided entirely by the Government, 
but we have never been able to get any big appropriations, and while 
it has been a splendid program, we have not hardly been able to 
scratch the tenancy problem. 

“For seven years I worked to secure the passage of a law giving 
farm tenants, share croppers, farm workers, etc., a program similar 
to the FHA program under which at least a million or more homes 
have been constructed in towns and cities. I secured the enactment 
at the last session of the bill providing for insured mortgages on 
tenant purchase loans, the purchaser to pay 3% percent interest, 
of which 2% percent is to be paid to the bank, insurance company 
or party making the loan, one-half of one percent going to the in- 
sured trust fund to take care of any future losses, and the other 
one-half of one percent to cover the cost of making and adminis- 
tering the loan. It employs private capital, will be self-supporting 
and will give us a real opportunity to advance the cause of the 
family size farm owner and really do something worth while in 
preserving and building our soil. 

“At this session of Congress we secured enough funds to set up 
a revolving fund, and the program is now ready to get under way. 
I presume, in recognition of my efforts, plans are being made to 
close the first tenant purchase insured mortgage loan here in my 
home county of Sumter on Oct. 2 and the plans contemplate that 
it will be an occasion justifying nation-wide publicity. This is 
needed, inasmuch as we have been rather quiet regarding the pro- 
gram up to now, as it was not ready to get under way, but we are 
anxious for the details of the program and its value to reach all of 
the banks, insurance companies, farmers, etc., particularly through- 
out the South... .” 

That’s that. I’ve always been proud of those members of the 
Georgia delegation who have devoted so much time and intelli- 
gence to the problems of our agriculture. Steve Pace is among 
the congressional veterans who have done so. Also, long in the same 
service is Paul Brown. In the Senate Dick Russell has rendered 
invaluable aid to the farmers of this State, and to all farmers every- 
where, by leading the fight which kept the agricultural program 
from being gutted by a thoughtless Republican Congress. 


Pro ram To my way of thinking, the tenant-purchase feature 
g of the FSA, and now of the FHA, is the finest plan 
ever devised by a government, 

It is Government money, but the selection of the men to receive 
it is entirely in local hands. In the early days of FSA the error 
was made, and still is made, alfhough much less frequently, of \put- 
ting on the committees large land owners to whom the land was a 
factory, not a part of their State and its future. They tried to sabo- 
tage the FSA because they wanted to keep as much labor available 
as possible and they bitterly opposed the program which made pos- 
sible farm ownership for those who had earned it. 

The committees, by and large, have done a magnificent job. 
Today there are men on many of the committees who first were ten- 
ant farmers who got loans and paid them off, becoming farm owners. 
In Effect The new bill, which went into operation today, is one 

with greater possibilities. All of us know that many 
good men, with fine wives willing to work, remain tenants and 
croppers all their lives because they do not have a chance. 

This afternoon at the ball park Robert A. Hale, of RFD No. 4, 
became a symbol. He was awarded the first loan to be made in 
the United States under the provisions of the new bill, sponsored 
by Steve Pace and supported by the entire delegation. 

A tenant and a cropper all his adult farm life, Robert A. Hale 
now becomes owner of a 150-acre farm. He can go to bed tonight 
knowing that no one can make him move or plant a crop he 
doesn't think wise. He can have his own garden, his wife can have 
her own “things,” can sing and plan for a home that is her home. 


“They will work under the American system of opportunity and of 


individual freedom of self.. I think it is a great and thrilling thing 
and I am glad the symbol is a Georgian. I know he will work it out.

The Convict Camps 


Whenever there is a news story about hap- 
penings at one or other of the convict camps of 

: ‘ the various Georgia counties, memory always 
jumps back to an automobile tour made years ago around the 
convict camps in South Georgia. 

The Legislature which had adjourned had named a committee 
to inspect the camps with the specific charge of discovering whether 
rumors of cruel and inhuman punishments imposed on recalcitrant 
charges by the guards and wardens were true or false. 

Just a few years previously the then Governor, Hardwick, had 
issued an executive order forbidding the whipping of convicts any- 
where in the State. The rumors said that some wardens had 
substituted punishments even worse than the lash. 

The committee was composed of three or four very pleasant 
companions. We traveled in the personal car of one member. We 
spent about 10 days in South Georgia. We tried, as well as we 
could, never to divulge which camp we would visit next, so that 
no warden could be forewarned of our arrival. We dodged across 
and up and down South Georgia in erratic manner.

There are 150 acres on this 
farm. He has followed the pattern 
here in this County of Sumter, 
which is one of the best in the 
State, that pattern is small grain, 
peanuts, pigs and corn. 

He had 33 acres of oats to har- 
vest and 12 more which he hogged 
and grazed off. He averaged 57 
bushels on the oats and on some 
acres got close to 90 bushels, 

He believes in blue lupine and 
will plant more this year. 

The pigs hogged off 12 acres 
of corn and eight of peanuts. He 
has sold almost $5,000 worth of 
hogs this year and has about 60 
head yet to go. 
| He also has 20 acres of peas 
and sold seed from 13 acres of 
lupine.

HORTLY after the United States 
S had taken possession of Cali- 

fornia, Senora Moreno, widow of 
a Mexican general, lived on her vast 
sheep ranch with her son, Felipe, and 
her niece, Ramona.

When Senora Ortegna died, she in- 
trusted. Ramona to her sister, Senora 
Moreno, along with a box of jewels 
which Angus Phail left as a dowry 
for his child. 

The sheep-shearing on the ranch 
was performed year after. year by a 
neighboring tribe of Indians, faithful 
and efficient. 

The chief of the tribe had a son, 
Alessandro, of the same age as 
Felipe, handsomer and more highly 
gifted, with a beautiful voice and con- 
siderable skill on the violin.

is remarkable for its portrait of 
feudal life on southern California 
sheep ranches before the coming of 
white citizens from the eastern states. 

The author herself, Helen Hunt 
Jackson, attached more importance, 
for reasons to be noted shortly, to the 
rest of the book, which is an unre- 
lieved series of tragic disasters, told 
in a glut of sentimentality verging 
upon the maudlin.

His 
mother,. Senora Moreuo, had died, 
and he had come into possession of 
the jewels which belonged to Ramona. 

When he found her at last, a 
widow, he took her home to the 
Moreno ranch, installed her in the 
wealth which was rightfully hers, 
married her, and made her happy.

The second part of the novel deals 
lugubriously and in prolonged detail 
with the sorrows of Alessandro and 
Ramona. When Mrs. Jackson wrote 
the story, her entire purpose was to 
expose the white man’s injustice to 
the red man. 

She had almost no talent for story- 
telling, and her narrative, when she 
tries to wring our heart, is too often 
absurd, but she drew one unforget- 
table portrait; her picture of her 
heroine Ramona keeps her name alive. 


By some unsuspected genius, the 
otherwise amateurish novelist has 
incarnated in the face and figure of 
her heroine, in Ramona’s gray eyes 
from her father and black hair from 
her mother—and in the girl’s lofty 
character, loving and heroic—an ‘ideal 
of womanhood which haunted the 
imagination of mankind long before 
California or America was discovered. 


The author of this novel was 
born Helen Fiske in Amherst, Mas- 
sachusetts, in 1830, She was a neigh- 
bor and schoolmate of Emily Dickin- 
son, the poet.” In 1852 she married 
Edward Bissell Hunt, an army engi- 
neer, After his death in 1863 she 
began to write under the guidance 
of Thomas Wentworth Higginson, 
who had advised Emily Dickinson. 

After a trip to California Mrs, 
Hunt settled in Colorado eprines. 
where in 1875 she married William 
Sharpless Jacksqn, a banker inter- 
ested in railroads. In 1881 she pub- 
lished “A Century of Dishonor,’ an in- 
dignant report of the ill-treatment of 
Indian tribes by the United States. 

For the rest of her life she cru- 
saded for justice to the Indian as 
Mrs. Stowe had crusaded for justice 
for the Negro. Having investigated 
the condition of the Indians in Calli- 
fornia, she started to write another 
report, but turned the material into 
her novel, “Ramona.” 

Her heroine, Ramona, keeps the 
story alive to this day—in fact, gives 
it-special significance at the present 
moment, aS a warning against the 
cruelty of arbitrary power.

grandson of the fabulous Reg- 

gies Vanderbilt, did a favor 
for his friend Johnny Meyer he prob- 
ably didn’t expect more than a grate- 
ful “thanks, Pal.”

Cushing is the son of the late 
Cathleen Vanderbilt Cushing Aros- 
tegui, daughter of Reggie Vander- 
bilt by his first wife.

Most important discovery, appar- 
ently, was that she was not in love 
with Johnny Meyer, definitely not, 
and that she had no reason to sus- 
pect that he was in love with her. 

Then bégan as furious a court- 
ship as New Yerk and Hollywood 
have witnessed ip many a day. By

shop near his place of work. 

There was no thought of a stage career in his 
mind then. He'd already written his first pub- 
lished song, “Every Little Bit Helps,” with Fred 
Fischer of ‘“Dardanella” fame. Tin Pan Alley 
loomed as a Utopian field. 

Whiting tossed his hat on a hook and viewed 
the lone customer in the shop, a thin, dark lad 
stretched out full length for a shave. 

No one knew Irving Berlin then, either. He’d 
published just one song, “Dorando,” glorifying an 
Olympic runner in Italian dialect. He, like 
Whiting, was having trouble putting two nickels 
together. 

Whiting sidled over to Berlin, grinning broadly, 
leaned down and whispered in his ear: “Irv, my 
wife’s gone to the country, hurray!” 

If someone had placed a time bomb under 
Berlin it could have had no greater effect. He 
leaped from the chair, dripping lather, and 
grabbed Whiting by the arms. 

“George,” he said, blowing the foam away 
from his lips, “you've hit it. That’s a new song.” 

Without further ado Berlin and Whiting sat 
down and, on bits of paper fished from their: 
pockets, finished the lyrics to a song that was 
soon to sweep the country. A half hour later they 
hot-footed it to the office of Ted Snyder, who 
supplied the music and rushed it into print. 

If you Were old enough to sing in that early 
year, at some time or other you reeled off the 
new Whiting-Berlin opus, the chorus of which 
went: 


T® YEAR was 1909. George Whiting, a sing- 


My wife's zone to the country, hurray, hurray! 

She thought it best, I need a rest, that’s why 
She went away; 

She took the children with her, hurray, hurray! 

I dgn't care what becomes of me, my wife's 
gone away! * 


There were six verses, the last line of the 
chorus changing after each of the final four 
verses. After the fifth verse the last line of the 
chorus ran: 

“I love my wife, but oh you kid, my wife’s 
gone away!”* 

Middle-aged married men got an extra-special 
kick out of it. Young bloods stole the “Oh you 


kid!” phrase from it, applying it indiscriminately 
to any passing girl. It was a gay, carefree chal. 
lenge to the duller side of marriage. 

There was no happier songwriter in America 
than Whiting. His second attempt, a smash hit, 
‘on everybody’s lips! It never occurred to him that 
he and Berlin had erected a monument to the 
instability of the home. Whiting’s awakening, a 
real nightmare that was to haunt and torture 
him for 18 years, was not long in coming. 

Women’s clubs and welfare organizations rose 
in mass to protest such a jocular insinuation that 
all was not right with marriage. Preachers criti- 
cized the song from the pulpit. 

Petitions were circulated to have the song 
banned. When Whiting attempted to sing it in 
public he was booed by irate women. His pals 
jokingly called him the “home breaker.” 

All this, of course, added tr@mendously to the 
song’s popularity. ..but it was like pushing a knife 
in Whiting’s heart and twisting it. 

At last, cornered by a group of outraged 
women, he solemnly promised: 

“Ladies, I tell you what I'll do. 
song to glorify the American home.” 

It was easier said than done. Berlin went on 
with song triumph after song triumph. Whiting 
tried again and again to pen a simple, tender 
song that would pay tribute to mdfital happiness. 
Again and again he failed. 

In the years that followed he became famous, 
not as a songwriter, but as a vaudeville headliner. 
After being divorced from the inspiration of his 
first hit, he married ‘Sadie Burt, his stage partner 
of “Whiting and Burt.” It was a happy marriage. 
Two children arrived. 

Most of the time, however, the Whitings were 
on the road. Whiting's desire to leave show busi- 
ness and settle down became a deep yearning. 

Not long after the arrival of Patsy, his third

child, Whiting decided to retire and write songs. 
He was making the Broadway rounds one day, 
telling of his plans, when a music publisher 
shoved him into a cubicle where sat Walter Don- 
aldson, Tin Pan Alley immortal and author of a 
hundred hit songs. Donaldson was playing a 
catchy, wistful tune on the piano. 

“He’s been pounding out that tune for days,” 
the publisher explained, “and nobody seems to 
have the words for it. See if you can help him.” 

Donaldson was unaware that he was to play 
an important role in the “regeneration” of 
Whiting. It was Donaldson's death last summer, 
four -years after Whiting’s death, that revived 
stories of their successful collaboration. 

As Whiting listened to the haunting tune a 
great emotion swept him. “That's it!” he shouted. 
“That’s what I've been waiting for!” And the 
words of “My Blue Heaven,” one of the big hits

of the past half century, fell into place. Within 
minutes, Whiting had finished the lyrics. Ten- 
derly the chorus of “My Blue Heaven” goes: 


When whip-poor-wills call and evening is nigh 
I hurry to my blue heaven.

Will lead you to my blue heaven. 

Just Mollie and me, and baby make three. 
We're happy in my blue heaven. *t 


Whiting’s long search had ended. He never 
wrote another hit song. He didn’t have to. 

Just before his death in 1943, Whiting sang 
“My Blue Heaven” at a dinner and said after- 
wards: “I'd rather be remembered for this song’ 
than for anything else I ever did.”——He is.

HERE was a time, not so long ago, when The 
Man With the Whiskers—-the United States 
Government—was the man who came to 

dinner where Chicago was concerned. 


He stayed on and on, to help put Chicago’s" 


house in order. He put Al Capone in prison, along 
with others of his gang, because of income tax 
conspiracies, and Chicago was grateful. 

Chicago, the sleeping giant, had been fettered 
by Lilliputians such as Capone, Jim Colosimo and 
Johnny Torrio. 

Today, the sleeping giant is wide awake. The 
great city on the shore of Lake Michigan is 
taking the steps indicated by its new mayor, 
Martin Kennelly. 

The steps lead toward the arch of the Rain- 
bow Over Chicago; they lead, too, to an example 
for all communities that have been hampered by 
politics and corruption. The forces for good have 
cut the bonds knotted by the forces for evil. 

The Man With the Whiskers is still welcome in 
Chicago, but his visits are not prolonged any more. 


Chicago has not had a smallpox case 
reported in five years. 


The last important visit by the Government 
of the United States had to do with Mike Potson, 
The Little Man Who Wasn't There during the 
Capone regime. 

Mike had been there all the time, of course. 

He was there at his peanut stand at the capital 
of Midnight Madness, 22d street and Wabash 
avenue, when his whistle first attracted the atten- 
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tion of Big Jim Colosimo. 

Big Jim knew a good whistle when he heard 
it. 

Colosimo was a street sweeper when he heard 
his first important whistle, ‘That one came from 
Victoria Monesco, who invited him upstairs and 
gave him, through marriage, control of her four 
disorderly houses. 

That was Colosimo’s start as the vice, gam- 
bling, and murder king of the old Chicago. He 
imported Al Capone and Johnny Torrio from New 
York as his bodyguards.

He 
told Potson, fresh over from Greece, to unload 
the peanut wagon and join the Colosimo organiza- 
tion, as buyer for Colosimo’s Restaurant at 2126 


South Wabash avenue. Mike Potson did as told.

Potson, already up to 215 pounds, expanded 
once he got inside the famous restaurant. While 
“Colosimo, Capone and Torrio cooked up their 
murderous schemes in the backroom, Mike told 
jokes to the patrons in front. 

He told jokes to notables, including Bud Abbott 
and Lou Costello, then playing the Western Wheel 
of the burlesque circuit. 

Mike Potson told jokes while he was playing 
cards with the famous comedians, it developed. 
Abbott and Costello laughed—and paid their gin 
rummy losses. When the comics got bigger, 
graduating into movies and radio, the losses got 
bigger. 

They lost $85,000 to Mike Potson in less than 
two years, they told the government. That was 
when The Man With the Whiskers beckoned to 
The Little Man Who Wasn't There and said:

Kennelly, who has no political ambitions where 
the nation is concerned, was an honored guest at 
the annual dinner of The Gridiron Club, spon- 
sored by the newspapermen in Washington, D. C.

“Harry wonders if you would have a word with 
him.”

ing majority of 250,000 votes, many of them Re- 
publican votes.

As this is written, Mayor Kennelly is inter- 
viewing possible members to round out the com- 
mittee. He has found most of them opening the 
interview with the statement: 

“I don’t want to be on an arbitration board.” 

Then they have to be reassured that there is 
nothing to arbitrate; that the word “arbitration” 
is rusty from disuse in Chicago. The phrase Com- 
munity Cooperation has taken its place and the 
committee is to function before there is any need 
to arbitrate. ¢ 

A few weeks ago the police chief of Brussels 
visited John C. Prendergast, Chicago’s commis- 
sioner of police, and asked how a city so large 
and with such a mixture of races and creeds 
managed to avoid the hatreds common to Euro- 
pean cities. Prendergast told him: 

“I was born here in a block where the people 
were English, Swedish, Norwegian, Scotch, Bo 
hemian, Irish.and Jewish. We never asked any- 
body where they went to church, or how they 
voted. 

“We just knew they were good neighbors. 
That’s Chicago-—-full of good neighbors, and 
they're getting better all the time. I'm no good 
at preaching, but I don’t know why any com: 
munity couldn’t do the same thing we're doing. 
Live together, work together, and go ahead to 
gether. But you have to have the right boss. 
Like Mayor Martin Kennelly.” 

Thus, Chicago marches on, under the arch of 
The Rainbow that means the bad days of crime 
and corruption have been swept away, like the 
perennial dirt that used to be on its streets and in 
the thrones of the mighty.

Miss Gates called Gladys Feldman 
Braham, the Club’s president. “Jessie 
needs help.” 

Within an hour the long-distance 
lines were buzzing. Former Ziegfeld 
beauties who lived in Chicago rushed 
to Jessie’s bedside. They found her 
on the point of death—penniless. 

Funds were immediately made 
available. The best medical care that 
could be had was given her; two 
trained nurses were on duty night 
and day; more than 25 blood trans- 
fusions were paid for by the Club. 

A few months later, another Zieg- 
feld girl was in trouble. Fortunately, 
perhaps, she no longer could know 
of it; she was dead. 

In her handbag was 15 cents. The 
Club saw to it that she was buried— 
not in potter’s field but among friends 
in the Club’s private plot. 

This is the story of an organiza- 
tion which began as a press agent's 
stunt and continued as one Ddf the 
warmest and most useful welfare 
groups in the country. 

One day in 1935, publicity man 
Bernard Sobol had a keen idea. The 
motion .picture, “The Great Ziegfeld,” 
was about to be launched. 

“Why not,” said Sobol, “get 
together as many of the former Zieg- 
feld beauties as possible? . We can 
call them “The Ziegfeld Club’ 
have them all attend the opening.” 

The glamorized alumnae came 
together, Old friendships were re- 
newed. But the girls found, after 
their meeting, that many of their old 
friends had run into hard times.

Others needed tiding over until 
new breaks came. The stunt flowered: 
it became an institution. The Pirls 
organized, elected officers, rented 
meeting quarters, and harnessed 
brains and energy to their hearts. 

As a result, if an ex-Ziegfeld girl 
now needs help, it is rushed to her 
within six hours—with no questions 
asked. Nor does she have to be a 
Ziegfeld graduate: the Club is open 
to any girl who is or has been on the 
stage, or in the movies or radio. 

There are now more than 200 girls 
in the New York section of the Club. 
Dues are $5 a year. ‘The Club main- 
tains 37 doctors on its medical panel. 
Girls who need hospital care are sent 
to the Isabella Home at 190th St. and 
Amsterdam Ave., New York.

In the short while that it has been 
in existence, the Club has been able 
to help hundreds of girlS who have 
been hit by hard times. More than 
290 girls who were completely down 
and out were made self-supporting. 

It has buried in a special section 
of the Actor’s Fund Cemetery on 
Long Island 11 girls who might other- 
wise have been sent to potter’s field. 

Almost all of the Club’s social 
service work is cloaked in _ strict, 
ethical secrecy. , 

The Club’s funds are mainly raised 
by an annual dinner and dance held

Another source of income is the 
Gertrude Vanderbilt Treasure Chest. 
Each year merchants donate articles 
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in Dramatic Roles,

which are placed in a large chest. 

Keys to the chest are sold to the 
public and whoever buys a key can 
open the chest and help himself to 
one article. 

More than 2,500 girls are gradu- 
ates of the shows staged by Ziegfeld 
in the era which began in 1907 and 
continued through 1932. These girls 
are now scattered throughout the 
country. They include famous stage 
and screen Stars, well-known social- 
ites, and women successful in pro- 
fessions removed from show business. 

Mrs. Barbara Hamilton Sarnoff, 
wife of the millionaire hat manufac- 
turer, recently formed the § first 
Boston chapter of a “Ziegfeld Club 
of America.” The president of the 
new group is Betty Dair Heller, of 
Brookline, wife of a wealthy real 
estate owner. 

Among other Ziegfeld girls now 
prominent in professional and busi- 
ness life are Ina Claire, Vivienne Se- 
gal, Paulette Goddard, Irene Dunne, 
Myrna Loy, and Virginia Bruce of the 
movies——as well as Billie Burke, the 
Club’s honorary president. 

Claire Luce, who was one of Zieg- 
feld’s feature dancers, has become an 
outstanding dramatic actress. She is 
the only American to be starred In 
the feminine lead roles at the Shake- 
speare Memorial Festival, at Strat- 
ford-on-Avon. 

Fannie Brice is now best known 
as Radio’s “Baby Snooks.” Sophie 
Tucker, another former Ziegfeld 
headliner, at 60 or more, is packing 
crowds into night clubs. 

On the side she finances charities 
of her own, including the Sophie 
Tucker Playground and Camp Fund. 

There are writers, too, among the 
Ziegfeld girls. Gypsy Rose Lee, who

Who Takes Her 


Nieces to Coney Island and Wants to 
Settle Down and Raise a Family

IOSA COSTELLO adores her 
husband and says he’s the only 
man in the world for her. She 

loves him so much, she says, she’s 
suing him for a separation. 

Another reason for her suit is Van 
Johnson, whom she doesn’t love at all. 

Dancing Diosa did love Van once 
and was going to marry him. ‘Then 
Pupi Campo, the rhumba_ band 
leader, came along and she forsook 
the movie star for the bandsman. 

They've been married six years 
now and Pupi has never been able to 
get Van off his mind. His jealous 
outbursts, explains the dancer, led 
finally to her decision to go to court. 

Diosa says she really doesn’t want 
the separation to last. She only 
hopes it will bring Pupi to his senses 
-and back to her for good. 

“T hope,” she says, “that when we 
are separated he will realize that I 
am more important than his work, or 
equally so. If he does, we may get 
together. If not, it’s the end.” 

The Puerto Rican dancing dy- 
namo’s complaint against her beloved 
Pupi was filed in the Supreme Court 
in New York, where she is perform- 
ing in a popular‘after dark oasis. 

It reveals the little known and 
now dead romance with Van Johnson 
and recites Pupi’s jealous accusations 
from the time of their marriage. 

Diosa says she met Van early in 
1941 when both were playing in “Too 
Many Girls” and the future darling 
of the bobby-soxers was dreaming of 
leading his own band. Everybody in 
the show wanted to date him and 
Diosa did—“seeing how his _ popu- 
larity was a sort of challenge to me.” 

She was doubling at a night club 
at the time and says Virginia Hill, 
in whose Beverly Hills, Cal., home 
gangster Bugsy Siegel was _ slain, 
thought it would be fun to give an 
engagement party for her and Van. 

Van arrived wearing a rough plaid 
shirt with -the tail hanging out and 
no tie and the music was played by 
a new band just in from Havana. 

The leader was a skinny little fel 
low named Pupi Campo. ,

“I didn’t notice him much at first,” 
Diosa recalls, “but he chose that night 
to pay a lot of attention to me. He 
asserted himself that night and even 
more later, but I had,only a motherly 
interest in him. 

“Then, pouf, just like that, my in- 
terest shifted. Van faded out of the 
picture for me. I was hopelessly in 
love with Pupi and we were married 
in May, 1941, a few months after the 
engagement party.” 

Diosa says Pupi danced with her 
and sent flowers daily while Van 
was busy making pictures. She was 
entranced when Pupi played “Que 
Pasa?” for her and whispered the 
phrase (que pasa means what hap- 
pens) while they rhumbaed. 

“Que Pasa?” was one of the songs 
he made popular and he kept asking 
her, “Que pasa with you and me?” 

Then they were married and he 
changed the words. Now, according 
to Diosa, and for six long years the 
question has been, “Que pasa with 
you and Van?” 

“You know,” 
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Diosa, 


“when a Latin is jealous he’s really 
jealous. As Van kept rising in the 
world, Pupi had the feeling I must 
still be in love with him. 

“I Kept telling him how ridiculous 
it was, because if I had wanted to 
marry Van I would have done so. I 
told Pupi I chose him hecause I loved 
him. But he wasn’t cénvinced.” 

Diosa says Pupi was forever re- 
minding her and others that she was 
once engaged to the movie idol and 
suggesting that perhaps she was still 
in love with him. 

“It was awful. I couldn’t reason 
with him. When I bought a house 
for my family in Brentwood, Cal., Pu- 
pi said I did it to be near Van. Al- 
ways it was Van. What a headache!” 

She never saw a Van Johnson 
movie, says Diosa, in all the years she 
was married to Pupl--and she only 
met Van on one occasion. 

“We had a very pleasant chat,” 
she says. “He asked me about my 
marriage and I told him I was crazy 
about Pupi.

with all the trimmings, but 
with today’s prices what they 
are, I'll have to settle for City Hall.” 

The bride-to-be in New York City 
who feels that way evidefitly hasn't 
heard of “Weddings by Calla.” Calla 
is Mrs. Calla Caroe, a small energetic, 
resourceful woman, who specializes 
in budget weddings. 

For $195 Mrs. Caroe will stage a 
complete and pleasing wedding. She'll 
supply the gown and veil—-she can 
get them wholesale for less than the 
bride is able to buy them’ herself — 
$29.75 for the dress; $16.75 for the 
veil and they’re the bride’s to keep. 

She’ll take care of ordering the 
wedding cake and ornaments; and her 
price includes candid photographs, the 
invitation and reception cards, tax, 
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tips and dinner for 30 guests. 
Calla Caroe says she manages 
eight to ten weddings a week. She 
has been doing this sort of thing for 
four or five years and likes the work. 
Most of her clientele are 
girls with moderate incomes. 
Some girls, she says with a wry 
smile, come back two and three times 
to have her arrange their weddings. 
Marguerite Bentley provides a 
similar service for Philadelphians. 
She calls herself a Bridal Secretariat. 
She has seen 1,500 brides to the altar, 
some for as little as $150. ® 
For that amount the bride-to-be 
can have a small home wedding or 
one in a tiny chapel; 50 guests; a 
wine punch and sandwiches; and two 
attendants. And since flowers are 
inordinately high today, she would 
have to be content with a couple of 
vases on the altar and at home.

MARTYRDOM

FRAIL little woman of 80, one 

of 25,000 who gathered under 

the dome of St. Peter’s in 
Rome recently to witness a beatifica- 
tion, arose slowly while the impres- 
sive ceremonies were still going on. 

Supported by her’ two living 
daughters, Mrs. Assunta Goretti was 
led within the sanctuary. There she 
chatted quietly with the Pope about 
a_ little girl, Maria, whom he had 
just ceclared “‘Blessed’”—or, according 
to Catholic belief, declared to be in 
heaven. 

Cardinals and other church digni- 
taries waited patiently for her to 
finish her audience, for she was 
Maria’s mother, the only mother in 
the history of the church to be present 
in St. Peter’s at her child’s beatifica- 
tion. 

She and a man who was not 
present, except, perhaps, in spirit, 
could remember clearly the day 45 
years before when 12-year-old Maria 
had fought to the death to preserve 
her purity, and, by her valor, had 
inspired so many other girls that no 
— was considered too great for 

er. 

Three years before her tragic 
death, Maria’s family had moved to 
Ferriere di Conca, a squalid suburb 
of Rome, where the soil was so poor 
that endless hours of back-breaking 
work were necessary to eke out a 
bare subsistence. The Gorettis moved 
in with another family, the Serenellis. 
They shared the same rickety house 
and worked the same unproductive 
farm. 

There were three Serenellis— 
John, a widower; Gasper, his brother, 
and Alessandro, his son. The Goret- 
tis were nine—father, mother and 
seven children. Maria’s father’ soon 
succumbed to malaria, leaving his 
family to carry on as best it might. 
There seemed to be no course except 
to stay on with the Serenellis, al- 
though Mrs. Goretti, noted for her 
piety, didn’t like the arrangement. 

Alessandro was two years older 
than Maria. He was a wild boy who 
worked as little as possible and spent 
as much time as he could with a 
group of unsavory companions. 

By the time he was 14 he had 
acquired an almost uncontrollable 
passion for Maria. Time and again 
he made advances to her but she re- 
jected them firmly. He even tried to 
overcome her by force, but she fought 
him off. He threatened her with 
death if she told anyone. Maria 
wasn’t afraid of death, but she kept 


her troubles to herself because she

Alessandro, who was driving a 
team of oxen, stopped them suddenly 
and turned the reins over to Mrs. 
Goretti. He muttered something 
about having to get a tool and started 
for the house. : 

There he asked Maria to come at 
once to his room to mend his torn 
shirt. Unsuspecting, she followed 
him. When she entered the room he 
slammed and bolted the door and 
tried again to overpower her. Maria, 
who was small but strong, fought 
courageously and successfully. Finally 
the frustrated and enraged youth 
picked up a crude blunt knife and 
plunged it repeatedly into her body. 
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She fell to the floor. 

“I was beyond all feeling,” he said 
later. “I hacked at her like I would 
hack a block of wood.” 

He thought she was dead and 
started to run away, but when he 
heard her cry for help he returned 
and resumed the stabbing. ‘The knife 
pierced her 14 times. 

Maria was still alive when her 
mother returned from the fields. She 
died 24 hours later in a _ hospital. 

On her deathbed she received her 
first Holy Communion and fulfilled 
a long-cherished wish of becoming 
a member of the’ Sodality of the 
Blessed Virgin, a world-wide group 


especially devoted to Mary the Mother 
of Christ. 

* Just before she died, Maria told 
the priest: 

“Yes, I forgive Alessandro. In 
Heaven I'll pray for his conversion.” 

Then, remembering the words of 
Christ on the Cross, she added: 

“T tao, want him to be with me in 
Paradise,” 

Alessandro was tried, convicted 
and sentenced to 27 years in prison. 
He entered as a defiant youth, curs- 
ing his jailors and vowing vengeance, 
but he left as a prematurely old man, 
repentant and remorseful. 

His change of heart, he said, was 
due principally to Maria herself. She 
appeared tew*him repeatedly in a 
dream, offering him lilies—-the symbol 
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of chaste living—and saying: “Take 
them, take them.” 

Alessandro was the principal wit- 
ness in Maria’s behalf during the long 
investigation that preceded the beati- 
fication. He hung his head as he 
repeafed the details of his crime, but 
he held nothing back.

“At least,” he said, “I owe 
that much.” 

When the molist-eyed thousands 
gathered at the cathedral to honor 
the girl he had slain, Alessandro was 
far away in the monastery to which 
he had retreated to work as a hired 
man after his release from prison. 
Perhaps he thought again of the 
lilies that Maria offered him in his 
dreams. They seemed much nearer 
now. 
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AIGHTING DISEASE

HE announcement of what may 
Tee be a most important medical 

discovery—-a treatment for im- 
proving the circulation of blood, by 
releasing “Histamine” within the body 
—-has just come from the Wadsworth 
General Hospital of the Veterans Ad- 
ministration Center in Los Angeles. 

The physicians who have made a 
preliminary report of this discovery, 
in the Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association, are Drs. Zolton T. 
Wirtschafter and Rudolph Widmann, 
who have been able—-because of the 
new methods of conducting veterans 
hospitals under Generals Omar Nel- 
son Bradley and Paul Ramsey Haw- 
ley—-to avail themselves of the ad- 
vice and help of some of the leading 
physicians and medical investigators 
in southern California. 

The technique which they have 
developed may be a most important 
method for the treatment of peri- 
pheral vascular diseases that is, 
conditions affecting blood vessels in 
the arms and legs. 

It may also be helpful in the 
treatment of coronary thrombosis and 
angina peetoris (heart diseases) and 
some forms of kidney disease and 
even some unsolved conditions. af- 
fecting the nervous system. 

Already Histamine, the material of 
basic importance in this work, has 
offered promise in the treatment of 
coronary thrombosis. 


Certain forms of the inflammation. 


of the blood vessels interfere serious- 
ly with the circulation of blood. What 
is called Buerger’s Disease (also, 
thrombo-angiitis obliterans) is one of 
these conditions. Other maladies in- 
volve inflammations of the linings of 
the arteries which can completely 
block the flow of blood. 

One of the worst effects of 
Buerger’s Disease is the interference 
with the circulation of blood in the 
feet, so great that the feet become 
bitter cold. The legs become black, 
shriveled and hard—resembling those 
of a mummy. 

In such cases, in Los Angeles, the 
administration of the new treatment 
produced immediately a favorable 
change. Dr. Roger O. Egebert, of the 
Wadsworth General Hospital, de- 
scribes what happened in three cases. 

“On the basis of earlier knowl- 
edge,” he says, “the toes of three 
of the patients would have been con- 
sidered dead. They were tar black, 
shriveled, hard and immovable.” 

Following the treatment, the toes 
were filled out, supple, pale pink and 
the patients could bend them. 

The relief of pain was as dramatic 
as the improvemént in appearance. 
One patient who had blocking of the 
blood vessel at the back of the knee 
had been in constant pain for two 
months, even while receiving regular 
injections of narcotics. But within 
eight hours after the new treatment 
he did not need any further narcotics. 

In all three cases cold feet became 
warm, blueness of the feet (in two 
of the cases) disappeared and the 
passing away of pain was dramatic. 

In one case, the patient with the 
disease in the back of the knee, gan- 
grene had started in three _ toes, 
which couldn’t be moved. One month 
later the entire great toe and the 
tips of the second and third toes

were like parchment. 

The doctors were thinking of am- 
putation of the foot. 

As Dr. Robert Mazet, Jr., of the 
staff, says, the treatment restored 
the color of the skin and the texture 
of the foot to normal. 

A German investigator had re- 
ported that a food substance, an 
amino acid called Histidine, could be 
changed into Histamine by the action 
of ascorbic acid, pure vitamin C. So 
the Los Angeles doctors developed a 
method of producing Histamine with- 
in the body. 

First, they gave a patient 500 mil- 
ligrams of sodium ascorbate (a form 
of vitamin C) by direct injection into 
the veins. Then they injected Histi- 
dine -—a solution of Histidine mono- 
hydrochloride—directly into the mus- 
cles. On the opposite side of the 
body they injected 100 milligrams of 
vitamin C-—-sodium ascorbate——-under 
the skin. 

Thereafter these two substances 
(Histidine and vitamin C) were in. 
jected—-one intramuscularly and the 
other under the skin—-every four, six, 
eight or 12 hours, depending upon the 
severity of the disease. 

In addition all of the patients re. 
ceived 600 milligrams of ascorbic acid 
(vitamin C) by mouth every day. The 
reactions, between Histidine and the 
vitamin, taking place in the blood per- 
mitted a gradual release of Histamine 
—the substance that dilates the blood 
vessels. 

All the 11 patients mentioned in 
the doctors’ first report responded 


favorably to the treatment; the relief 


occurred within 
six hours to three days after the 
therapy was begun. Gradually the 
function, the ability to use the legs, 
returned, but sensation, ability to feel, 
has been slow in returning. ‘The 
areas which had begun to be af- 
fected by gangrene improved. 

The chemical reactions in the hu- 
man body go on constantly. They 
are complicated beyond the point of 
understanding by anyone without a 
tremendous knowledge of a variety 
of sciences. But we know that among 
the most amazing of all of the sub- 
stances in the human body as a con- 
trolling factor of the way we live is 
Histamine. The significance of Hista- 
mine is certainly as great as, if not 
greater than, that of vitamins. 

Histamine is widespread in the 
human body. When the germs of 
the colon (intestine) act on Histi- 
dine, one of the amino acids, of which 
the food proteins are made, they pro- 
duce Histamine. However, the chemi- 
cal can be formed in other ways. In 
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of intractable pain 


the human blood there is a very small 
normal amount of it. 

Histamine is involved in many 
types of reddening or eruptions of 
the skin. It also affects the blood 
vessels below the surface of the body. 
As a result of the new knowledge of 
this substance, science has recently 
made several extraordinary advances 
towards the control of § certain 
diseases. 

For instance, hay fever, asthma, 
skin eruptions associated with sen- 
sitivity to food and similar condi- 
tions may now be controlled to a 
considerable extent by the use of 
drugs that reduce the amount of 
Histamine in the body. 

On the other hand, there are condi- 
tions—such as investigated and treat- 
ed by Drs. Wirtschafter and Wid- 
mann--in which Histamine is more 
definitely needed in order to encour. 
age dilation of the capillary blood 
vessels and of the larger arterioles. 
If the work of the Los Angeles doc- 
tors is confirmed, as it seems likely 
to be, the new methods of adminis- 
tration will have justified themselves 
enormously.

UTUEL windows at the nation’s race tracks 
M are not the only places where a lucky 

horse fancier can come up with a 100-to-l 
shot or better. 

The men who own and run horses for fun or 
money are also engaged in a daily gdmble and 
odds against them are many times higher. 

Their betting places are the yearling sales 
rings and the claiming boxes, where fortunes 
have been made from a modest investment. 

A classic example is Hirsch Jacobs’ handicap 
star, Stymie, which was dropped into a cheap 
claiming race as a two-year-old. Jacobs snapped 
up the bargain and Stymie has won more than 
$700,000 in purses. 7 

“I figured him useful around the $1,500 level, 
where I got him,” concedes Hirsch. -. “He sur- 
prised me no end as he became one of the great 
horses of the day.” 

There’s an old expression on the turf which 
rings as true today as in the beginnings of that 
equine trinity, Herod, Matchem and Eclipse, fr®m 
which all modern thoroughbreds spring. 

It is “never give up on a _ thoroughbred.” 
Seabiscuit, which sat atop the throne for a brief 
period as leading money-winner of all time, cost 
owner Charles S. Howard a comparatively paltry 


When Chickasaw Was Offered at Auction There Were No Bidders. Her

$8,000. For his new master he picked up some 
$400,000 in purse winnings. 

Turf history records another castoff which 
had an humble origin. His name is Top Row. 

If ever a horse was born on the wrong side 
of the tracks it was this fellow. His sire, Pea- 
nuts, brought but $2,100. 

His dam, Too High, was finally sold for a few 
hundred dollars to Mrs. W. Plunkett Stewart. 

As a colt, Top Row was claimed at Narragan- 
sett Park for $3,500. Under the wing of his new 
owner, A. A. Baroni, he won the $100,000 Santa 
Anita Handicap, among other outstanding vic- 
tories, and set a new world’s speed mark for the 
mile and a sixteenth route. 

Roman Soldier, as a yearling, also was an 
ugly duckling. He was held for the fall auctions 
at Lexington where he was bought for $1,000. 

He scampered home in front in four races, but 
showed little to distinguish his running. 

His trainer, Max Hirsch (who subsequently 
lost Stymie for $1,500) decided to dispose of him. 

Elwood Sachsenmaier paid $7,500 for the colt, 
after which Roman Soldier won $91,935 in his 
third year. 

You can go back a few years to find instances 
of other horses which rose from the ranks. Abe 
Frank achieved some little notoriety as the 
“artificial horse” af his time, due to the fact that 


his dam had been artificially impregnated. 

He was so small he was given away as a 
yearling, yet went on to win eight stake races 
in a row. , 

Hamburg Belle, which continues to rank as 
one of the best mares of all time, was another 
undersized youngster offered for sale as a two- 
year-old for $1,500. 


D‘ IWN from Canada came another rejected 
stone named Stand Pat, sold.as a yearling for 
$500. AS a two-year-old he started 13 times and 
failed to scent the money; as a three-year-old, 
out of 10 starts he won only once. 

For a while he disappeared, to return in the 
silks of Edward F. Seagram. In new colors he 
won $50,000 that year. 

Rushaway is another horse who belongs with 
these. The late Joseph E. Widener bred this one. 
Placed on the block, he was purchased by Al G. 
Tarn and won many a race. 

Rushaway achieved his greatest fame, how- 
ever, through a rare “believe it or not” of the 
turf. Entered in the Aurora Derby in Illinois he 
won a mile and an eighth in 1:504-5, was loaded 
in a van and shipped to Latonia. The next after- 
noon, he spread-eagled a field to race a mile and 
a quarter in 2:023-5 in the Latonia Derby. 

Salamander was hawked about from one Eng- 
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lish country fair to another until bought for 35 
pounds. Put to steeplechasing, he developed into 
one of the most famous jumpers of all time, win- 
ning the Grand National and 30,000 pounds for 
his owner. 

Hirsch Jacobs, who developed Stymie, has had 
experience with other rejected stones, Few will 
ever forget Action. 3 

At the age of seven, and rated “second-hand 
goods,” he was dropped down into a $1,000 claim- 
ing race, at.which price Jacobs decided to take 


him under his wing. 


> 
FROM that day on he was a different horse. 
Thirteen times he started for his new owner 
that year, and 11 times he came home on the 
chinstrap, his earnings topping $20,000. 
Clang was the son of Chickasaw, who had 
twice been barren, and on her third try she had 


a worthless foal. Decision was made to Sell her 
at the dispersal sale of the Marshall Field stock. 
The auctioneer pleaded: 

“.,-the great mare, Chickasaw, a daughter 
of Chicle. In foal to Supremus. How much am 
I offered?” 

There was not a sound and she. was led back 
to her own barn. 

Returned to her own breeding farm, Chicka- 
saw’s foal was born. was born the colt 
named Clang, later sold on the auction block for 
$300. Clang became a world record holder at the 
six furlongs distance and continues to share the 
world’s record for three-quarters of a mile. 

» Then there was the. gelding, Reprisal, bought 
by Walter Mara for five cents. Reprisal won nine 
races for Mara the first year. 

Horsemen call the yearling sales at Saratoga 
and Lexington “the Glorious Gamble.” It’s ap- 
propriately named and, in racing parlance, “you’ve 
got to be a fast man with the snapper,” (remov- 
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ing the rubber from the bankroll) to get what 
you want. 

The auction ring is a place where money 
seemingly has no meaning, where a fluttering 
program, a nod of the head, a lift of a finger 
or a half-concealed gesture may tilt the price a 
hundred, a thousand or even ten thousand dollars. 

At Saratoga, during the yearling sales, the 
air is electric as if someone had thrown a master 
switch. No one who was there will forget the 
balmy summer evening in 1928 when the highest 
sum ever paid for an untried youngster was 
peeled off the fat bankroll of C. V. B. Cushman 
for a colt named New Broom. 

Surrounded by beautiful and wealthy women 
and well-groomed men whose checks were as 
good as Treasury certificates, and for any amount, 
the satin-coated son of Whisk Broom 2nd from 
Payment was led into the ring. As he stepped 
into the arclight glare, he was the perfect picture 
of equine grace, from creamy muzzle to cannon- 
bones, 

The bidding rolled like the tattoo of war 
drums and New Broom was knocked down to 
Cushman for $75,000. 

Deep-bosomed, eyes full of fire and fervor, and 
exquisitely proportioned he seemed the perfect 
potential record breaker. But speed and stamina 
he didn’t have. In his whole career he won but 
one race, and that a cheap one. 

Perfect. conformation and unimpeachable 
ancestry is no proof that a yearling will pay off. 


AKE the case of Hustle On. W. R. Coe, a 
famous judge of horseflesh, bought him for 
$70,000 in 1927. There was no way of telling, 
that early 9 his career, that his legs weren’t 
sound. They proved to be as weak as oat straws 
and Hustle On never even reached the races. 
William Helis, New Orleans oil millionaire, 
often referred to in racing as the “Golden Greek,” 


has the doubtful honor of having paid the third 


*& 


highest price for a beautiful, highly bred colt 
that, events proved, could hardly keep even with 


his own shadow. 
Helis had already picked a name for the colt—

In the auction ring it became a battle 
of greenbacks between the Golden Greek and 
another newcomer with fresh money in bales. 
Frank Frankel wanted the son of Blenheim 2nd- 
Risk nearly as badly as Helis. 

The bidding reached $65,000 and Helis made it 
$66,000. That was enough for Frankel, and Helis 
took the colt to his barn. 

In fraining it was quickly discovered that 
Pericles was gifted with early morning speed. 
It was also discovered he was afflicted with weak 
feet. He managed to win two overnight races in 
cheap company, then was retired to stud, 

Helis has no complaints.

NOTHER fabulous failure, this one with a 

$65,000 price tag, Broadway Limited, a son 
of Man o’ War —Starflight. He was bought by 
W. T. “Tom” Waggoner, famous Texas oil and 
cattle baron. He finally dropped dead in the 
stretch at Washington Park. He had never won 
a race. 

One of the strangest romances of the yearling 
sales occurred at Keeneland in 1943. That year 
Fred W. Hooper, a Jacksonville, Fla., contractor, 
had a lot of fresh money and a yen to acquire a 
racing stable. He bid in a yearling for $10,200. 

Two years later this same yearling, Hoop Jr., 
was in the winner’s circle of the Kentucky Derby 
and Hooper was shaking hands with Col. Matt 
Winn. The race netted his owner $64,850. But 
Hoop Jr. never won another race. 

But they’re not all doomed to failure, those 
lovely youngsters who parade in the yearling 
sales ring. 

There was Master Charlie. Before the start 
of the bidding the auctioneer honestly informed 
his audience that Master Charlie was a “cribber,” 
a confirmed windsucker. He hardly expeeted a 
bid. But there was one—for $1,000 from Andy 
Blakeley. Master Charlie went on to win $95,575. 

Even breeders themselves don’t always know 
a yearling’s potentialities. 

Some years ago a Chicago attorney named Al 
Sabath (hence Alsab) gambled $700 on an average- 
bred yearling. He got him so cheap because few 
expert appraisers seemed to be interested in him. 

Within a few years Alsab had netted his sur- 
prised owner $349,815 and today is listed as one 
of the top stallions of the decade. 


ETEE WRACK cost J. R. Macomber, the famous 

Canadian millionaire, a mere $3,000 and won 
$98,990; Moe Lowenstein took Misstep for $4,007 
and collected $182,815; Carlaris cost the late 
“Fatty” Anderson $6,500 and won $110,461; Twink 
won more than 20 times his original price. Caval- 
cade cost but $1,200. He won the Kentucky Derby 
and $127,195. 

Another cheerful note for yearling gamblers 
was Billy Kelly. He cost Commander J. K. L. Ross 
only $250 but his total earnings reached $99,782. 
Furthermore,’ Ross won many times that amount 
in wagers on him. 

On one occasion Ross entered Billy Kelly and 
Sir Barton in different races on the same day. He 
reportedly telegraphed away $25,000 in bets on 
each of them, forgetting that earlier he had in- 
structed his betting commissioner to make the 
same wagers. As a result of his memory lapse - 
he had $50,000 riding on each horse —and both 
won. His winnings that day were over $300,000. 

Man o’ War probably is the world’s greatest 
yearling buy. Samuel D. Riddle paid $5,000 for 
him. He raced 20 times, winning 19 and losing 
only one in an upset—to, appropriately enough, 
a horse named Upset. 

The story is-told that Riddle refused $1,000,000 
for Big Red who recently passed his 30th birthday. 

Tom Waggoner, wanting a suitable stallion for 
his Texas stud, once stopped Riddle and said: 

“T’ll give you a million cash for Man o’ War.” 

Riddle answered coldly: 

“T’m not: interested, Mr. Waggoner.” 

As Waggoner started to leave, Riddle said: 

“Mr. Waggoner, I don’t know who is the bigger 
fool_-you for offering a million dollars for a 
horse—or me for rejecting it.” 

Actually, Man o’ War would have been a good 
buy. He has earned more than a million dollars 
in breeding fees. | 

So it continues, a “Glorious Gamble” to some, 
a “Sucker Game” to others. But there’s always 
the chance of another Man o’ War—or another 
New Broom.

N AMBULANCE, with siren 

screaming, dashed up to the 

residence of Mr. Edward 
Emery Jacobs, in Atlanta, to get the 
desperately-ill’ Mrs. Jacobs.

Jacobs was not ill—she was out. It 
was a practical joke followed by a 
long series of others, 

Why do people play practical 
jokes? Some are perpetrated because 
the faces of the victims are really 
funny and no harm comes to anyone. 

Typical of the funny kind of joke 
is that of Hugh Troy, a New York 
artist, with his subway gag which 
requires a confederate who walks 
through the train until he finds a car 
with only a few standees., 

After him comes Hugh, scram- 
bling and lurching along the car, in 
a manner to attract attention. Upon 
reaching his friend, they take no no- 
tice of each other but Troy explodes 
in a resounding sneeze. 

With all eyes on him, except those 
of his confederate, who is reading his 
paper, the artist frantically searches 
his pockets for a handkerciief. 

Finding none, he notices one peep- 
ing from the pocket of his confeder- 
ate, pulls it out, blows his nose on 
it and calmly puts the handkerchief 
back where he found it, all without 
saying a word. 

The outraged expressions of the 
other passengers at this violation of 
property rights is sufficient reward 
for the jokesters’ trouble, 

In another type of practical joke, 
the motive is revenge or spite and 
the intention to be cruel, rather than 
funny; but the recent Jacobs serie’ 
seems to have no motive to appeal 
to a sane mind. 

After the ambulance hoax, unor- 
dered C.O.D. packages began arriv- 
ing, followed by almost every insur- 
ance agent of Atlanta, in response to 
telephone calls. stating that Mr. 
Jacobs wanted to take out a big policy. 

Laundry trucks called to pick up 
soiled clothes that did not exist and 
a diaper service wanted to leave 50 
diapers and promotional literature but 
found that the only Jacobs baby was 
a six-year-old daughter 
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Mr. Jacobs opened the door for a 
learned-looking man, who explained 
that he was a lawyer, come in re- 
sponse to a telephone call by Mrs. 
Jacobs who said she was a cripple 
and wanted a divorce. 

Other professional men and wom- 
en rang the bell to offer unwanted 
services, including a man dressed in 
black who came “to check the inscrip- 
tion for the tombstone of the late Mr.

Questioning revealed that it 
was just a prank by the workers 
themselves who thought it a joke to 
squirt water on the others. What 
would happen, in case of fire? ‘They 
hadn’t thought of that. 

In another war plant, jokesters 
thought it would be a laugh to drop 
a 40-pound piece of iron on the roof 
and make the workers below think 
they were being bombed. It did 
that—also it went right through the 
roof, wrecking a piece of valuable 
machinery, difficult to replace. 

James Nix, 33, and his wife, Ger- 
trude, 31, of Erskine Street, Detroit, 
were old enough to know better than 
to play a suicide joke on each other, 
Each threatened to do it and each 
said the other was bluffing. 

They sat down to call each other's 
bluff after Mrs. Nix had turned on 
the gas and her husband had written 
a note saying, “We lived hand-in-hand 
and we'll die hand-in-hand.” 

For some time they sat watching 
each other in the room, rapidly fill- 
ing with gas and then to show how 
nonchalant she was, Mrs. Nix started 
to light a cigaret, causing an explo- 
sion. She died the next day, her 
husband two days later. 

Again it seems that practical jok- 
ers are defective in imagination or 
they might have suspected that light- 
ing a match in a gas-filled room 
would have unfunny consequences, 
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OYALTY and Commoners gossiped about it 
rb ail over Europe. 

From the backyards of the peasants to the 
drawing rooms of the nobility, from the tea rooms 
of the continent even to sitting rooms in demo- 
cratic America, tongues were set to wagging. The 
Crown Princess had thrown away her throne, for 
love. 

Whispers ran in places high and low. She had 
not even bothered to take with her the costly 
jewels. She had left her five children behind, 
She had run away with a commoner. 

That was nearly 50 years ago, when the 
Princess was in her early 30s, when she was 
beautiful and gay. 

Yet, even after two wars, even after her 
lustrous hair had turned to gray, the world still 
remembered. 

The end to the story was written only recently, 
when a little old lady passed away in a cottage in 
a suburb of Brussels. 

Until the last, she had kept up with her major 
activity. Whenever she had a few crumbs to 
spare, she went out and fed the birds that gathered 
around her. They, like her, were poor, but free. 

Daughter of Ferdinand IV, Grand Duke of 
Tuscany, Louise began life with the tempestuous, 
independent blood of the mighty Hapsburg house 
surging through her veins, mixing. with the 
romantic and fun-loving traits of the Bourbon side 
of her family. Even as a child, Louise sought 
both beauty and independence, always in vain. 

Her father fled Tuscany when the control of 
the region shifted from Austria to Italy. He 
settled down in a castle in Bavaria, but retained 
the title of Grand Duke of Tuscany. He was not 
fond of gloomy Bavaria, and often mooned about 
the palace, but his wife, the former Princess 
Alice of Parma, was a strict disciplinarian. 

As a little girl, Louise learned what royalty 
meant. When she was seven, she was turned 
over to tutors and governesses. From then until 
her marriage her day was a dreary nine hours 
of solid instruction. From then on the word she 
heard most often was “Don’t.” 

“Don’t get in a carriage that way.” 

“Don’t do that.” 

“Your Imperial Highness, what would people 
think?” 


THAT way Louise found out that her life was 

not her own. She was to have no pleasure, she 
was to know only false smiles and hypocritical 
grace. Her tutors were shocked when she asked 
for violin lessons; royalty didn’t do things like 
that. 

At the age when the girl of today wonders 
which young man she’ll have a date with, Louise 
was wondering which of the eligibles she’d be 
called upon to marry. 

Would he be old or young, this man her 
parents would select for her? Would he be gay 
and handsome, or would he be stupid and dull? 
Some of the available royal males at that time 
were not entirely sane. 

Her fears, however, were temporarily banished 
when the name of her husband-to-be was an- 
nounced. He was Frederick August, Crown 
Prince and nephew of the King of Saxony. He 
was young, he was handsome, and while not bril- 
liant, at least he did not seem dull. 

At any rate, her smallest doubts disappeared 
in the preparations for the wedding. Even 
princesses, it seems, are thrilled by wedding gowns, 
especially since it was the first article of clothing 
Louise was allowed to choose for herself. 

Hers was of white French moire, with golden 
roses and leaves embroidered in high relief. So 
heavy was her train with the golden threads that 
the little train bearer could not carry it. 

From the Emperor of Austria, she received 
the customary gift of 100,000 florins, plus a mag- 
nificent bandeau of pearls, sapphires and dia- 
monds, From the Saxon royal family came 
bracelets and necklaces, and a tiara of emeralds 
and diamonds. “The other, lesser, gifts of jewelry 
would be worth hundreds of thousands of dollars 
today. 

The Crown Prince wore the uniform of the 
Austrian Dragoons, and was tall and handsome. 
Louise thought that surely a.new world had 
opened to her. At last, love, romance, a throne, 
and freedem. 

That night, her wedding night, she realized 
how foolish she had been to expect love or 
romance. Her husband was more interested. in 
his beer than in his bride. He passed out cold. 
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In Dresden, seat of the kingdom, the young 
Princess found out that she was still enclosed in 
the golden chains of royalty. The King was in 
his dotage, and ruled through his younger 
brother, Prince George, the father of the Crown 
Prince. 

It was Prince George who assigned spies to 
watch the Princess Louise, and who forbade the 
young bride even such pleasures as bicycling, the 
fad of the 1890s. Her husband was a weakling, 
who followed his father’s commands to the letter, 
whether drunk or sober.

Louise was wrong. She 
wasn't allowed even 107 
take care of her baby. 
The child was given over 
to nurses and govern. 
esses. Louise, the Crown 
Princess and mother of 
an heir to the throne, 
couldn’t break down the 
customs of royalty and 
be friends with her own 
child. 
Her husband was no 
longer young and hand- 
some in her eyes. When 
he occasionally visited 
her apartments, he 
usually reeked with 
schnapps, and she could 
not prevent herself from 
recoiling from his kiss. 
Then, in an oft-repeated 
drama, the drunken sol- 
dier-prince would draw 
his sword and threaten 
her. That ended the argu- 
ment. .As she wrote in 
her diary: 
“I prefer an embrace 
to a sword thrust any 
day.” 
Thus, like many another queen before her, 
Louise turned elsewhere for her romance. A 
Roumanian count attracted her, and she fre- 


quently went incognito to the opera, just to meet 


his eyes. 5 

Finally, at a ball at the Roumanian Embassy, 
which Louise was commanded by the King to 
attend, they met on a balcony. 

“Louise, I love you,” he cried, and covered her 
hand with kisses. 

The Crown Princess scolded him for his lack 
of respect, but the Count was wise in the way of 
romance, and paid no attention to her remon- 
strances. He dared her to meet him at a secluded 
spot the next day. 


| OUISS said she kept the daring appointment, in 
disguise, only to tell him he was insolent for 
suggesting it. Her reasons for meeting him the 
many times after that she kept to herself. 

Still, Louise met the prime requisite of a 
Crown Princess. She gave her husband five 
children. Aside from her child-bearing, however, 
she was far from the perfect princess of Saxony. 

She could not resist smiling at her subjects, 
and became more popular than the King. Her 
parents-in-law, jealous of her popularity and 
angered at her indiscretions, planned to have her 
confined. 

Not long after that came the blow to all 
royalty. 

It was some time after her Roumanian admirer 
had left Dresden, when Louise was in her early 
30s, that a charming young commoner came to the 
palace. He was Andre Giron, a Belgian tutor. 

Giron had wit instead of dullness, gayety and 
personality instead of a capacity for alcohol, and 
songs and poetry instead of a sword. He lived 
in the castle, and he and Louise could not avoid 
each other even if they had wanted to. 

Giron wooed the Princess with looks and sighs 
and poetry. When she could no longer hide her 
interest in him he played his final card. He 
would paint her portrait, in a studio he had in 
the town. Louise was lost. 

The studio became a rendezvous for a royal 


princess and a poor Belgian tutor. 

The scandal spread over all Saxony. Louise 
was accused falsely of associating with men she 
had never even seen. Her father-in-law was ruth- 
less in his campaign against her, and her husband 
didn’t caré. Louise learned that she was in danger 
of being confined in an asylum. 

They were closing in on her, and there was 
only one avenue of escape, Louise ran away. 

She left her Crown Prince, left her children, 
whom she had never been allowed to know, left 
her jewels and her priceless gowns. 

She also left her throne, for the King died in 
less than a year, elevating her husband to the 
crown. She went to Switzerland with the Belgian 
tutor. She had love, unfettered by royal chains. 

The anguished howls from all the royal 
families in Europe were loud. That was the year 
of 1902, when royalty was beginning to lose face 
all over the continent. 

For years no newspaper in Germany or Austria 
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was allowed to publish her name. She was di- 
vorced by the Crown Prince. 

Giron left her within a year. She married an 
Italian violinist. That marriage also ended in 
divorce. A young Italian nobleman, who swore 
he could not live without her, praved it. He shot 
himself as she listened over the telephone. 

Then Louise went to Belgium. She dropped 
her Hapsburg title of Countess Montignoso, and 
lived quietly in Brussels as Countess d’Ysette. 


FTER World War I, when the Kingdom of 
Saxony was dissolved in the unification of 

Germany, her income dropped to five cents a 
month, but she stayed on in Brussels, living fru- 
gally with two servants who stood by her. 

Her eldest son, not convinced that his mother 
was entirely to blame, set out to vindicate her, 
but the cards were stacked against him. Giving 
up the struggle, he committed suicide only a few 
years ago. 


So Louise, born to a royalty she could not 
stand, passed her last days, quietly, in her little 
cottage in Brussels. The people of the town knew 
her only from seeing her feed the birds with the 
handful of crumbs from her table. 

At the age of 77, she reached the end. She 
had no royal funeral, and there was no pomp and 
ceremony. She was laid quietly to rest, just as 
she had wanted, for she was the Princess who 
gave up a throne.

“niffling.” But he couldn't 
say no to the queen who 
had knighted him. 

He bowed politely to Vic- 
toria, swallowed his pride, 
and went reluctantly home 
to his studio to begin the 
task. 

With loathing for every 
brush line, Landseer painted 


the little picture. He then‘ 


had it mounted on a gold 
pin. But he never delivered 
it. For Albert died before 
his birthday.

“T explain this added risk 
to a pupil before’ she 
touches the starter,” says 
Mrs. Lovely. “If she has a 
family I impress on her the 
responsibility she has of 
not getting hurt or killed in 
an accident, for their sake 
if not her own. 

“T have never had to tame 
down a mother learning to 
drive, the way I often have 
to with men, who usually 
want to step on the gas the 
first thing. But I never 
scold them unless I have to. 
Then I make them pull in 
to the curb and tell them, 
‘Now, listen. We aren't go- 
ing to do this any more.’ If 
they won’t follow my in- 
structions I just won't have 
them for pupils.” 

Mrs. Lovely practices as 
well as preaches safe driv- 
ing. . After almost a quarter 
of a century, during which 
time she has driven 15,000 
miles a year, she is yet to 
have an accident herself. 

To back up her contention 
that women are-more care- 


lessness of men _ drivers, 
compared with the wives 
and daughters, is a question 
—but she says that she 
keeps up on such figures. 

With the increase _ in 
drunken driving, Mrs. Love- 
ly devotes part of her 
course to teaching what to 
do if faced by such a haz- 
ard. “An intoxicated man 
will have his attention 
drawn to any moving ob- 
ject,” she explains.

4a ET Haden Clarke, a writer. First im- 
pression of him very good. He is going 
to ghost a book for Chubbie.” 

Capt. William Newton Lancaster, noted.British 
flier, wrote this in his diary on Feb. 9, 1932, in 
Miami, Fla. . 

The “Chubbie” referred to was petite Jessie 
Keith-Miller, an Australian aviatrix, with whom 
he was deeply in love. 

He had been devoted to her for five years, 
ever since their celebrated flight from England 
to Australia, But for a divorce-shy wife in Eng: 
land, the pair probably would have been mar- 
ried long since. 

On Feb. 12, Lancaster noted in his journal 
that Clarke, a native of California, had moved 
into the fliers’ common domicile in Miami. Since 
Clarke had to confer with Mrs. Keith-Miller sev- 
eral times a day in connection with the writing 
project, which had to do with her flying ex- 
periences, this seerged a sensible arrangement. 

All were anxious to see the story whipped into 
shape quickly, for their finances were low. Jessie 


had hopes that some magazine would serialize . 


the work. 

Early in March, Lancaster left to make an 
aerial survey of the Middle West, first having 
paid a few bills and left what funds he could 
spare. Before he took off, he asked Clarke to take 
care of Chubbie, and not let her drink too much. 

On March 18, at El Paso, Texas, he wrste in 
his diary. | 

“Tonight I am more than worried. I am plumb 
crazy, because of ng news from Chubbie. /Chub, 
my darling, how are you and what are you foing?” 

Several days later: / 

“A wire from Chubbie disturbs me very much, 


I go out and borrow on the gun lent me by 
Houston {Ernest H. Huston, Miami attorney]. 
This I wire to Chubbie.” 

March 25: “No news from Chubbie. She- 
has disappointed me more than this expedition.” 

March 28: “Letter from Haden Clarke and 
Chubbie. Very disappointed. Looks as though 
Chubbie just dashed off a note as a sort of duty. 
Haden a little more enlightening. Hope he is keep- 
ing his promise to me. Feel sure he is. But 
Chubbie—-hell.” 

More days passed, days of waiting and anxiety. 

“No news of Chubbie...wired her every cent 
I could scrape up...I’m sick with worry...Is H.C. 
trustworthy?...This mental agony is terrible... 
Chubbie, my darling...” 


UCSON, Ariz., April 10: “Awaken with mis- 

givings—suffer the tortures of the damned! 
Ways and means have to be found today to get 
on east. East is where my life lies, everything I 
hold dear is there. 

“If it’s gone from me I will end this life. 
I can’t stand the strain much longer...am going 
to Miartni whatever happens to find out first hand 
all about everything...I love you, Chubbie—-have 
done my best—but failed. Want to talk things 
over with you, my sweet. It’s five years now 
since we met.” 

He started back. When he reached St. Louis, 
he received a letter from Mrs. Keith-Miller and 
Clarke, informing him that they had fallen in 
love and planned to marry. He dispatched a des- 
perate telegram, beseeching them not to do any- 
thing until he returned. 

He got back on the afternoon of April 20 
and the following morning the news flashed out 
over the country that Haden Clarke had died in 
the Miami house of a bullet wound in the head. 

It appeared that he had committed suicide, 
He and Lancaster had occupied separate beds on 
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the sleeping porch, and Lancaster, the reports 
stated, had been awakened by the fatal shot, fired 
by a gun found between the beds. 

Two notes lay on a bedside table. One, to 
Mrs. Keith-Miller, read: 

“The econemic situation is such that I can’t 
go through with it. Comfort mother in her sor- 
row. You have Bill. He‘is the whitest man I know. 

“HADEN,” 

The other, addressed to Lancaster, read: 

“Bill, I can’t make the grade, Tell Chub. 
bie of our talk. My advice is never to leave her 
again.’ “H.” 

Each note had been typewritten, but 
signed by hand. 

One of the first officers on the 
scene, J. R. Rowland, investigator for 
State’s Attorney Hawthorne, found 
the letter Clarke and Chubbie had writ- 
ten announcing their intention § to 
marry; also Lancaster’s wired appeal 
to wait until he returned. 

“Whose gun was this?” Rowland 
asked. 

“The gun belonged to me,” Lan- 
caster replied. 

Both he and Chubbie were held 
in the county jail pending investiga- 
tion. 

“Mrs. Keith-Miller’s story rings 
true,” Hawthorne told reporters, 

“but we'll have to go into Lan- 
caster’s story pretty thoroughly.” 

He added that the authorities 
would have to look into Lancaster's 


Lancaster Said That He Searched for Suicide 

Notes While Mrs. Keith-Miller Bathed the 

Dying Man's Head. Finding None, He Forged 
Two and Signed Clarke's Name. 
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part in the events leading up to the shooting and 
afterward. “There are a number of facts,” he 
said, “which make it difficult to render an imme- 
diate decision that -Clarke took his own life.” 

Mrs. Keith-Miller insisted that the newspapers 
erred in calling this a “love tragedy.” As a mat- 
ter of fact, she said, she and Bill Lancaster had 
never been anything more to each other than 
“mere pals.” (Later. she had to admit this was 
an understatement. “I loved him,” she explained, 
“without actually being in love with him.”) 

By Florida law, the authorities could not hold 
Lancaster and Mrs. Keith-Miller more than 72 
hours without’ filing a formal complaint, so they 
were released at the expiration of that period. 

Lancaster, however, was re-arrested immedi- 
ately by federal agents in connection with an 
alien smuggling conspiracy. 

It was alleged that the British flier had been 
identified with a group engaged in spiriting Chi- 
nese into the U. S. via airplane from Mexico. 

He insisted that he had withdrawn from the 
smuggling venture as soon as he learned its na- 
ture. Again he was released. 


PERMITTED now to do as he pleased, Lancaster 
hastened to the Florida home of Mrs. Ida Clyde 
Clarke, mother of the dead writer. In an affect- 
ing scene, he placed his hands on her shoulders 
and said, “Mrs. Clarke, I want you to know that 
I did not kill your son.” She replied, “I am glad 
to hear it, captain.” 

Thus the case seemed to have drawn to a close. 

Within a week, however, another piece of news 
flashed out over the nation: the suicide notes 
had been forged! 

J. V. Haring, a recognized handwriting expert, 
who had been called in by State’s Attorney Haw- 
thorne, said he based his conclusion both on the 
typing and the handwriting. 

He declared that the typewriting—the spacing, 
placing of punctuation, and the painstaking way 
in which the letters were inscribed—-did not agree 
in any respect with the way Haden Clarke had 
habitually written. 

As for’ the handwriting: 

“My attention was attracted to the striking 
similarity in the design, in the formation of the 
capital ‘H’ in each signature. They were too near 
alike in appearance and execution to have been 


produced under the stress and strain of writing 
such notes as these purported to be, and sug- 
gested the thought that they were the work of 
a person other than Clarke.” 

Hawthorne asked Lancaster what he had to 
say about this, 

“It’s true I wrote the notes and signed them,” 
he admitted. “I intended to have Haden sign them 
himself but I discovered that he was too weak.” 

“Why did you do this?” 

“IT realized right away.that things looked bad 
for me,” he replied. “I saw that, to protect myself, 
I must have evidence showing that Haden had 
killed himself.” 

He was charged with first degree murder and 
lodged in the local jail, where he tacked up two 
pictures of -Chubbie. He expressed confidence 
that everything would turn out all right. “The 
sooner I am tried,” he stated, “the better I'll 
like it.” 

State’s Attorney Hawthorne told reporters that 
he would produce witnesses to testify that Lan- 
caster had become madly jealous of Clarke and 
vowed to get rid of him. 

“We know from his diary,” he added, “‘that he 
was very much in love with Mrs, Keith-Miller.” 

The trial opened on Aug. 2, before Circuit 
Judge H. F. Atkinson and a jury of married men. 
In questioning veniremen, Defense Attorney James 
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M. Carson had asked each of them this question: 

“Can you give this man a fair trial in spite 
of details that may arise to show that he lived 
with a woman who was not his wife?” 

In his opening, Carson admitted that Lancas- 
ter and Chubbie had been desperate at times, 
“but neither he nor she has ever been desperate 
enough to kill.” 

He stressed the point that Mrs. Keith-Miller 
never once voiced the slightest accusation against 
Lancaster; surely, he suggested, if she had fallen 
in love with. Clarke, she would have wished his 
murderer punished. 

Prosecution witnesses told of the discoveries 
at. the house on the morning of the tragedy 
the position of the body on the bed; the gun on 
the floor; the path of the bullet, which had en- 
tered the head above the right ear and emerged 
about two inches above the left ear, lodging in 
the bed pillow. 

The courtroom crowd listened apathetically, 
then snapped to attention as the court clerk 
shouted, “Mrs. Jessie Keith-Miller!” 

All present realized that the “woman in the 
case” was the key witness. By her testimony, they 
felt, she could deom the defendant, or save him. 

Soon it became obvious that she was sticking 
by “good old Bill.” She had always intended to 
marry him, she said. Clarke often threatened sui 
cide, Mrs. Keith-Miller said. 


ILL’S reaction to the projected marriage to 

Clarke had been merely “one of sadness,” she 
said. Indeed, Bill had gone so far, she said, as 
to ‘plan suicide in an airplane crash so that she 
and Clarke could collect $1,000 insurance. 

This thoughtful gesture had been abandoned, 
however, because Lancaster had discovered that 
the insurance company had gone out of business. 

But there had been a quarrel, had there not, 
between the two men on the night of the cap- 
tain’s return? Yes. And had they not quarreled 


over her? Yes, they had. 

The quarrel had arisen when Clarke admitted 
Lancaster’s accusation of unfaithfulness. But this 
had happened at the dinner table, and she was 
sure “everything was all right” again by the time 
they went to bed. 

Mrs. Keith-Miller admitted that she had locked 
her door when she retired “because Haden told 
me he did not want Bill to come to my room and 
talk me out of our marriage plans.” 

She reiterated that the two men had “patched 
up their differences” before they went to bed 
because she heard them laughing together. 

How Lancaster could have become reconciled 
to the situation, after the way he had been act- 
ing, she did not say. Nobody else heard them 
laughing together, but nobody else heard them 
quarreling, either. 

“The next thing that happened,” she testified, 
“was when Bill rapped on my door at 2 o’clock in 
the morning and told me that Haden had shot 
himself.” 

J. F. Russell, former business associate of the 
defendant, who had recently been convicted in 
connection with the alien smuggling scheme, tes- 
tified that he had encountered Lancaster in EF! 
Paso a week or so before the tragedy, and that 
he had heard the defendant utter threats against 
Clarke’s life. 

“He asked me if I thought Clarke had double- 
crossed him, and I said it looked that way,” the 
witness related. “With that Bill turned away, 
muttering, ‘I'll get rid of that —-——’” 
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Prosecutor Hawthorne read the defendant’s 
diary into the record, then recalled Chubbie to the 
stand to ask her how she felt about the two men. 

She replied, “Bill and I were pals. We had 
been adventuring together for years. But with 
Haden it was different. With him I experienced 
a thrill.” 

The state rested, and Attorney Carson called 
as his first witness the defendant himself. 

Lancaster insisted in his testimony that his 
attitude toward the proposed wedding had not 
been one of frustrated -rage: on the contrary, he 
had “wished them luck.” As for the promise he 
exacted from Clarke: 

“I spoke confidentially to Haden, before I left, 
about my love for Mrs. Keith-Miller, and urged 
him to take care of her. I treated him confi- 
dentially from the start of our acquaintance. I 
was very fond of him. I told him of Chubbie’s 
weaknesses when drinking, and asked him to keep 
her on the water wagon.” 

“What do you mean by weaknesses?” his at- 
torney inquired, 

“Merely that when she drank heavily her con- 
duct was not normal conduct,” he replied. 

On the night of the tragedy, he continued, he 
and Clarke “sat talking” before they composed 
themselves in sleep. He was awakened by the shot, 
he said, and had summoned Chubbie at once. 

She had bathed Haden’s head while he 
searched for suicide notes. Finding none, to his 
dismay, he had written two on the typewriter 
and signed his dying rival’s name. ' 

Friends of Clarke testified that he had been 
morbid on occasions, and had talked of suicide, 
One swore that he had been addicted to drugs. 

Defense Attorney Carson in his summation, 
Said: 

“William Newton Lancaster, 4,000 miles from 
home, penniless, deserted by some but not all 
his friends, stands forth in unselfishness and 
nobility of character with the brilliance of a 
vem, against the dirt, mud, muck and filth 
which foem the sordid background of this case.” 

The state had presented only, circumstantial 
evidence against his client, he said, and that was 
not enough. 

“The state has not shown beyond a reason- 
able doubt that Bill Laneaster killed Haden 
Clarke. My client is not on trial for his love for 
Mrs. Keith-Miller, or he would be convicted. He 
is on trtal for the murder of Haden Clarke.” 

The jury got the case on Aug. 17, deliberated 
four hours and 45 minutes, then returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty. 


| ANCASTER dashed to the jury box and shook 
each riggs by the hand. He made a speech 


of thanks, clicked his heels together, and saluted. 

“Tam delighted!” Mrs. Keith-Miller exclaimed. 
“I knew old Bill would come through!” 

Several weeks later; when he and Chubbie 
faced deportation on a charge of having entered 
the U. S. illegally, Lancaster swore that he 
planned to marry her as soon as his wife obtained 
a divorce. Several weeks more, and the two sailed 
for England on different boats. Lancaster arrived 
in Liverpool on Oct. 24 in time to reach London 
and greet his darling as her ship docked there. 

Reporters asked him if he planned to make 
another long-distance flight. He replied that he 
would make another such flight, and that Mrs. 
Keith-Miller would accompany him. 

“IT have not decided when this will be;’ he 
said, “but whenever and wherever I fly I shall 
have no other co-pilot.” 

On April 11, 1933, he took off—alone—from 
Lympne Airdrome, England, on a record-seeking 
flight to Cape Town, South Africa. 

He hoped to lower Amy Johnson Mollison’s 
mark of 4 days, 6 hours and 45 minutes for the 
6,250-mile journey. 

He reached Oran, Algeria, in one hop, then 
headed due south across the Sahara Desert and 
landed at Raggane, in the heart of Algeria. 

By the time his plane was ready for the next 
leg, it was night. There was no-moon, and a 
strong northwest wind was blowing. 

The head of the Trans-Saharan Co. at Raggane 
strongly advised Lancaster against continuing, 
said it would be madness to fly when he would 
not be able to see any beacons on the Trans- 
Saharan mofor track, and when he had no light- 
ing on his instrument board for steering a com- 
pass course. 

“T’ll manage with matches,” the flier said. 

Then he took off—-and was never seen again.

That is, unless the friend 
has two unoccupied beds, 
and room enough to place 
end to end. 

Van Albert is a shy, sen- 
sitive man who feels keenly 
the lack of companionship 
with his fellow man and 
the everyday experiences 
that others enjoy. 

The Dutchman has been 
of special interest to sci- 
entists since the day he was 


25 and seems to have 
stopped growing. 

Many a treatise has been 
written about Mr. Van Al- 
bert, not only because he is 
one of the tallest men who 
ever lived, but because he 
is normal mentally and 
emotionally. Most  over- 
size humans are a little on 
the stupid side and die at 
an early age. 

When the Nazis overran 
Holland in 1939, Jan was 
helping run his _ father’s 
basket factory. But the 
Germans put that place out 
of business. Jan and his 
five foot five Swiss wife 
survived the Nazi occupa- 
tion—but he had a tough 
time getting enough food to 
keep him alive, 

After the war the Dutch- 
man and his wife went to 
England where he was in- 
duced to appear in a stage 
review called “Would You 
Believe It?” His wife’s 
brother, who is Jan’s best 
friend—and a dwarf—-shared 
the spotlight with the big 
fellow, 

“TT seldom go on the 
street,” says Van Albert, 
“because people can’t help 
staring at me—and I tie up 
traffic. But most of all I 
miss being able to do the 
things that others do. 
Giants may be big shots in 
fairy tales, but they 
very lonely people in real 
life.”

An English Doctor Says Most Famous Old- 


sters Lied About Their Age 


UST when New Mexico 

discovers a Navajo Indian 
137 years old within its 
borders, an English scientist 
comes out with a statement 
that no one ever lived 
beyond the age of 112. 

The professor is Dr. 


Maurice Ernest, an eminent 


biologist. He is not’one of 
those humorless and coldly 
doubting Thomases, 
On the contrary, he is a 
careful investigator who 
would like very much to 
prove that some members 
of the human race have sur- 
vived as long as Francisco 
Saiz, the New Mexico red- 
skin, says he has. 

As a matter of fact, Dr. 
Ernest thinks that thou- 
sands of his fellowmen 
should be able to live well 
beyond 100 years, and even- 
tually will. Back in 1928 
he founded the Centenarians 
Club in London in the hope 
of extending life into a 
second century for its vener- 
able members, 

For 40 years he has 
studied all cases of extreme 
longevity that have come to 
his attention. It was this 
long-time inquiry that led 
him to fix 112 years as the 
limit, despite numerous 
stories to the contrary. 

New Mexico’s claimant to 
rivalry with Methuselah has 
not yet come under the 
Englishman’s probing eye, 
but it is expected that he 
will before long. Saiz, who 
lives on a mountain farm at 
Arabella, told a woman re- 


porter that he was. born in 
1810. He gets around with 
the aid of a cane and eats 
three good meals a day. He 
has his third set of natural 
teeth. The reporter says 
several people corroborate 
his statements, 

Many Americans will re- 
call Zara Agha, a Kurd, who 
visited this country in 1930. 
His sponsors proclaimed 
him.to be 150 years old, but 
medical records show, Dr. 
Ernest says, that the old [el- 
low was really only be- 
tween 70 and 80. Zara Agha 
died in Turkey in 1934. 

Some time back, “Dr. 
Ernest aimed a bitter blow 
at Britain’s favorite oldster 
~—-Thomas Parr. His tomb- 
stone in Westminster Abbey 
says he died at the age of 
152. According to the biol- 
ogist, a nobleman who took 
Parr to London added 50 
years to his age in order to 
impress King Charles I. The 
dodge won Parr. a_ tomb 
among England's kings and 
queens in the Abbey, 

A more recent case _ in- 
vestigated by Dr. Ernest is 
that of a. Bechuanaland 
tribesman. British. officials 
reported him to be 140. The 
scientist learned that the 
African was only 90 and 
had tacked on the extra 
years because he was a 
medicine man and wanted 
his fellow - tribesmen to 
believe he was immortal.

This is because there is a 
muscle known as -the di- 
gastric muscle or “chin 
controller,” which is hinged 
behind one ear, goes down 
under the chin and runs up 
behind the other ear.

 Dantnercsoce. the wrapping 
has a tendency to shrink in 
certain weather, which 
causes the fabric of the 
shade to buckle and wrinkle. 

The first answer to the 
dust problem is to go over 
all of your lampshades 
regularly (at least once a 
week), inside and out, with 
a soft cloth, vacuum cleaner 
attachment, 
An inexpensive shaving 
brush is excellent to use on 
fragile pleated shades. 

The next step is to keep 
a sharp eye on your shades, 
and not let any one of them 
go too long without a more 
thorough cleaning than the 
regular dusting. 


Washable Fabric Shades 


Shades made of silk, ray- 
on or any Washable fabric 
can be washed in soap and 
water if the trimmings and 
bindings are sewed (not 
glued) to the frame and 
are color-fast. 

Brush off all surface dust, 
and plunge the shade up 
and down in a tub of luke- 
warm suds. Rub gently 
with a small, soft brush or 
soaped fingers to remove 
stubborn spots or streaks, 


Work quickly, and do not 


in the water. 
Rinse thoroughly in clear, 
lukewarm water. Blot up 
excess moisture with a bath 
towel and dry as rapidly as 
possible away from direct 


soak shade 


, eraser 


or soft brush. 


heat. An electric fan hastens 
drying. 

If any glue or paste is 
used on trimmings remove 
them before washing the 
shade, Or leave trimminys 
on and clean entire shade 
with a good home dry 
cleaner. 


Non-WashaBle Fabrics 


Any shade made of chintz, 
linen, or a coarsely woven 
fabric which might shrink, 
should be dry cleaned. 


Parchment Shades 


Parchment and imitation 
parchment shades can be 
cleaned with an art gum 
or with dry suds. 

Apply the suds with a 
sponge to one section at a 
time. Work quickly, wiping 
off suds with a clean, damp 
cloth as you go along. Dont 
forget to clean the inside 
as well as the outside! 


Minor Repairs 

INOR repairs on shades 

are easy to make. Often 
a piece of silk or cotton bias 
tape, hand-stitched around 
the top, is all that’s needed 
to keep frame and fabric 
together, 

Paper shades which come 
loose can be repaired by af- 
fixing heavy gummed paper 
tape to the metal frame and 
to the inside of the shade 
where it won’t show.
